Keep count of prickly visitors 


THE council is calling on 
residents to keep their 
eyes peeled for hedge- 
hogs, in a bid to help con- 
serve the prickly creatures. 

Once a common and familiar 
animal found in gardens across 
the country, hedgehog numbers 
have declined alarmingly in re- 
cent years and it is thought they 
could become an endangered 
species in the next decade or so. 

Factors such as increased 
traffic, changing trends in gar- 
dening - including increased use 
of slug pellets and more fences 
between gardens - and the in- 
crease in urban foxes may have 
played a part in the decline. 

Hedgehogs were a common 


site on the Isle of Dogs, especial- 
ly around Mudchute Farm, and 
in Victoria Park until just a few 
years ago. In the last three 
years, however, only three sight- 
ings have been reported; two in 
2011 and one in 2012. 

As they are primarily active 
at night and mainly found in 
gardens, the council's biodiver- 
sity team is relying on resi- 
dents to keep an eye out and 
report any hedgehog sightings. 

If you have seen a hedgehog 
in the borough in the last two 
to three years, or have noticed 
that you no longer see them in

Cyclists see a different view

CYCLISTS had the chance to 
change places with lorry 
drivers to help them stay 
safe on the roads. 

Officers from the council's 
transport and highways team 
joined forces with the police to 
organise the Exchanging Places 
event at Bonner Bridge, Victo- 
ria Park. 

Cyclists were given the op- 
portunity to sit inside an HGV 
cab to see the road from the dri- 
ver's perspective and under- 
stand the danger spots around 
lorries. 

There was also an explanation 
of the risks of cycling too close 
to HGVs, especially while in 
front or on the near-side of the 
vehicles. Even with additional 
mirrors, visibility is poor when 



cyclists are on the near-side. The 
problem is often exacerbated at 
junctions where cyclists can 
move down the side of the ve- 
hicle. They may feel they are safe 
as the lorry has left them plen- 
ty of room, when in fact drivers 
often move across to allow for 
a large turning circle. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“With the recent sad death of the 
young cyclist in Aldgate, we 
need to continue to do all we can 
to improve the safety of cyclists 
on our roads. Giving cyclists the 
chance to change places with a 


lorry driver is a great way to raise 
awareness and I hope it will 
have a real impact." 

Cllr Ohid Ahmed, Deputy 
Mayor, said: “Cycling in Tower 
Hamlets continues to grow in 
popularity, especially with the 
cycle hire scheme so readily 
available. It's important to raise 
safety issues with all cyclists.” 

Free cycle maintenance 
checks and cycling accessories 
were also provided and re- 
sponsible cycling behaviour 
was promoted at the event.

RESIDENTS making 
charitable donations 
during Ramadan are being 
encouraged to make sure 
they only give to organi- 
sations which are regis- 
tered with the Charities 
Commission. 

The advice was Issued as part 
of the commission's Safer Giv- 
ing campaign after it was made 
aware of scam appeals, which 
tricked people into believing that 
they were donating to a genuine 
cause. 

If residents are approached by 
fund raisers, they should check 
they have a licence from the po- 
lice to collect funds in a public 
place. 

The Charity Commission also 
recommends caution when re- 
sponding to emails or clicking 
links to a charity's website. 


It advises that it is safer to 
search online for a chosen 
charity and ensure that the 
website address accessed is 
legitimate. 

A spokesman for the Council 
of Mosques in Tower Hamlets 
said: “Muslims donate millions 
of pounds during Ramadan to 
charities at home and abroad. 

“We echo the commission's 
statement that 'their generos- 
ity is not abused'. 

“We also urge all mosques and 
Islamic centres to implement 
the guidance and utilise the 
excellent resources available 
from the Charity Commission 
website.”

Praise for THEOs 
after court fine

A MAN has been fined a 
total of £205 for anti- 
social behaviour, including 
playing loud music, after 
the council took legal 
action against him. 

Thames Magistrates' Court 
fined Joshua Warren, 21, £75 for 
obstructing officers in the course 
of duty and £50 for disorderly 
behaviour. He was also ordered 
to pay £50 in costs and a £20 vic- 
tim surcharge. Warren had 
pleaded guilty to the charges 
and admitted he had been 
threatening and abusive to two 


Tower Hamlets enforcement 
officers (THEOs) investigating a 
complaint of noise nuisance at 
Jeremy Bentham House, Beth- 
nal Green. 

The court heard how on De- 
cember 11 last year, two THEOs 
had responded after a neighbour 
complained of bass-thumping 
music that was so loud it caused 
furniture in his house to vibrate. 

When the THEOs went to in- 
vestigate, they were confront- 
ed by Warren, who swore at 
them and threatened them. 

He failed to provide identifi- 
cation when asked, then grabbed 
a bottle of alcohol from the 


house and ran off, threatening 
the THEOs throughout the inci- 
dent. The THEOs called for po- 
lice back-up and he was later 
stopped at Bethnal Green Station 
and told he would be charged. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“This man was causing alarm, 
harassment and distress to peo- 
ple. The THEOs are a special task 
force that was specifically set up 
to tackle this kind of anti-social 
behaviour.” 

Deputy Mayor Cllr Ohid 
Ahmed said: “We will not stand 
for anti-social behaviour in our 
borough and will prosecute 
offenders wherever possible.”

We're planting poppies 
for centenary or WWI

A FORMER East Ender 
is hoping to mark the 
centenaiy of the outbreak 
of World War I next year 
by encouraging people to 
plant poppies around the 
world. 

And one of the first to take up 
the challenge are children at 
Mayflower Primary School in 
Poplar. 

Stanley Kaye, 59, has started 
a campaign on Facebook and 
has already had responses from 
as far afield as Australia and 
New Zealand, and the World 
Scouting Association. 

“Next year is 100 years since 
the outbreak of World War I and 
I thought to myself what a good 
idea it would be if everyone 
bought a packet of poppy seeds 
and scattered them,'' said Mr 
Kaye, who was bom and brought 
up in Burdett Road, Mile End,

“This time next year, when 
they flower, we will all be look- 
ing at poppies in remembrance 
of those who fell during the war.”

THE clamour for the new 
Mayor’s Higher Education 
Award continues, with 
more than 300 applica- 
tions received so far. 

For the first time, the council 
is distributing bursaries to- 
talling £600,000 to help local 
youngsters with the cost of 
university It will give 400 
grants, each of £1,500, to young 
people starting higher education 
in the 2013/14 academic year. 

Since the application period 
opened earlier this month, 324 
enquiries have been received. 

They are not allocated on a 
first-come first-served basis - if 
more than 400 are received by 
the October 11 closing date, they 
will all be judged and allocated 
by certain criteria, so students 
yet to apply are being encour- 
aged to do so.

Lorry driver guilty 
of killing cyclist

A LORRY driver was given 
a suspended prison sen- 
tence after pleading guilty 
to killing a cyclist at 
the Bow roundabout in 
October 2011. 

Brian Dorling, 58, from Houn- 
slow died in the accident as he 
cycled to work at the Olympic 
Park in Stratford on October 24. 
He was pronounced dead at the 
scene, having suffered multiple 
injuries. 

David Cox, 49, of Chalfont St 
Giles, Buckinghamshire, was 
sentenced to 24 weeks impris- 
onment, suspended for 12 
months, at Inner London 
Crown Court on July 22 after

admitting causing death by 
careless driving. He was also dis- 
qualified from driving for two 
years and ordered to do 100 
hours of community service. 
Police investigators said Mr 


Dorling was following the blue 
cycle lane across the round- 
about when he was hit by the 
fully laden tipper truck as it 
turned left on to the slip road of 
the northbound A12. 

Less than a month later 
34-year-old Svitlana Tereschenko 
from Bow was killed on the 
roundabout in a similar 
accident with a lorry. 

Detective Sergeant Helen 
Lambert from the Met Police 
road death investigation unit 
said: “Brian Dorling's family 
have been left devastated by his 
untimely and sudden death. 

“This was a tragic incident... 
it highlights the vulnerability 
of cyclists who ride alongside 
large vehicles.''

News from the 
council’s community 
safety team 

AS the hot weather contin- 
ues, the council and its 
partners have been step- 
ping up efforts to tackle 
anti-social behaviour and 
ensure that residents have 
an enjoyable summer. 

The annual Lovebox music 
festival took place at Victoria 
Park last weekend, and at its 
peak there were 30,000 people 
on site. Despite this, there was 
very little visible trouble. 

Tower Hamlets enforcement 
officers (THE Os) were out in 
force, patrolling and working 
with the police to ensure rev- 
ellers stayed safe and residents 
could go peacefully about their 
daily lives. 

The THE Os tackled a number 
of unlicensed traders, including 
ticket touts, some selling 
helium balloons and others 
unofficial lanyards. 

Another had opened a pop- 
up 'cafe' and was selling soft 
drink and fast food from his back 
garden. After being challenged 
by the THE Os and refusing to 
stop trading, he was again chal- 
lenged and eventually prosecut- 
ed for trading without a licence. 

Over the course of the festi- 
val, the THEOs issued 48 fixed 
penalty notices for offences 
such as street urination, report- 
ed eight offences to the police, 
and required four people to 
surrender alcohol to them. 

Another problem often 
associated with warm weath- 
er is noise nuisance, as sunny 
days encourage people to open 
their windows wider and spend 
more time outside. 

In one recent case, a man 
was fined a total of £205 for a 
range of anti-social behaviour 
after the council took legal 
action against him. 

The prosecution followed a 
report of noise nuisance at an 
address in Bethnal Green, 
where the complainant said 
that someone next door was 
playing bass-thumping music 



so loudly that it was vibrating 
the furniture in his house. 

If you experience noise nui- 
sance, call the council's reporting 
line on 7364 7070. During the 
hours of gam-spin, Monday to 
Friday, and 8pm-3.3oam, Thurs- 
day to Sunday, an officer will at- 
tend the scene, and outside 
those hours an officer will re- 
spond the next working day, or 
as soon as possible thereafter. 

Earlier this month the bor- 
ough's seventh annual Drug 
Awareness Week took place, 
which saw more than 40 educa- 
tion workshops and open days 
happening across the borough. 

There were events for both 
residents and practitioners, 
which aimed to raise the profile 
of the free drug treatment 
services that are available in 
Tower Hamlets. 

There were community-based 
sessions at several youth centres, 
primary and secondary schools, 
and targeted outreach activities 
at homeless hostels and in 
Whitechapel Market. 

One event for the Somali 
community attracted more than 
40 residents and profession- 
als. The session focussed on 
the effects and impact of sub- 
stance misuse, including khat, 
on individuals and the commu- 
nity, and referral routes into 
treatment. 

The use of khat, a plant-based 
stimulant that people chew, 
has become an important issue 
recently, after the government 
announced its intention to ban 
it for personal use. Under the 
proposed rules, khat will become 
a class C drug, with penalties for 
possession similar to those for 
possessing cannabis.

Big Issue's Bird inspires 
social entrepreneurs 


Parents give kids 
‘best start in life’

THE founder of The Big 
Issue magazine spoke 
about his deprived child- 
hood and early criminal 
life when he was went to 
St Hilda’s East Communi- 
ty Centre in Bethnal Green. 

John Bird described how he 
used to have to beg on the 
streets and how, by the age of 
15, he had spent three years in 
a prison for juveniles. 

But it was there that he 
learned to read: “There was this 
prison officer who told me to 
underline all the words that I 
didn't understand and that he 
would explain them to me, and 
this changed my life - 1 became 
the biggest reader ever." 

Mr Bird, 67, was invited to give 
a talk on how he managed to 
become a global social entrepre- 
neur, helping other people over- 
come homelessness since 
launching The Big Issue in 1991. 


The audience were women 
from St Hilda's enterprise skills 
course working on food co-ops, 
art programmes or funeral 
services for the poor in their 
communities. 

Jay Hudson, a mother and an 
artist, told how she turned to art 
during a difficult period in her 
life and now wants to offer the 
same art activities that saved her. 

She welcomed Bird's advice: 
“I think that how he has turned 
all those difficult experiences 
that he had into skills that he can 
apply into the business and 
into the world is very open and 
refreshingly honest. How he 
can see the good and the poten- 
tial in people is thrilling."

A bit of TLC for Barts trust 

AN energy saving project being trialled at Barts Health 
hospitals has already saved the NHS’s largest trust 
£100,000 - and looks set to save it another £400,000 
over the next year. 

The turn off- lights out - close doors, (TLC) pilot scheme at the 
Royal London and Barts, involves saving energy and money by 
asking staff to turn off machinery, switch off lights and close doors. 

As well as the financial savings, patients also benefited with 
many reporting better quality sleep, with an increase in priva- 
cy and fewer incidences of sleep disruption by doors being shut. 

Barts Health NHS Trust environmental manager, Fiona Daly, 
said using similar techniques across all six Barts NHS Trust hos- 
pitals could save a further £400,000.

Survey gives an 
insight into care

THE council’s social care 
service is above average 
when it comes to helping 
people feel safe and in con- 
trol, according to a recent 
user survey. 

Some 85 per cent of adult so- 
cial care users say the support 
they receive helps them to feel 
safe, ten percentage points 
above the average for England 
and up from 81 per cent last year. 

And 87 per cent of people who 
use adult social care said their 
care and support helps them to 
feel in control of their daily 
lives, up from 83 per cent last 
year. 

The results come from a re- 
cent survey of residents who are 
in receipt of social care ser- 
vices - 900 people took the time 
to complete the survey. 

Other findings included: 

■ 82 per cent of respondents felt 
treated with respect by staff as- 
sessing their need for social 
care. 

■ 61 per cent are extremely or 
very satisfied with their care and 
support services. 


■ Residents who have a person- 
al budget, with an amount of 
money allocated to the user to 
purchase their own support, 
reported higher satisfaction 
rates of 68 per cent. 

The survey also helped high- 
light areas for improvement 
over the coming year. 

Of the respondents, 61 per cent 
said they can choose their sup- 
port and 58 per cent said they 
can choose how and when to 
get support. The council will be 
working to improve this and en- 
sure users feel in control about 
their choice of services. 

Another key area was looking 
at quality of life for social care 
users with people giving mixed 
reports. 

Survey respondents were 
most positive about having a 
clean and comfortable home (92 
per cent positive) and getting ad- 
equate food and drink (93 per 
cent positive). 

The less positive areas were 
around users feeling safe (58 per 
cent of respondents feel as safe 
as they want) and being able to 
do enough things that are val- 
ued and enjoyed (60 per cent are 


positive about this). There were 
also 26 per cent who were un- 
happy with the amount of so- 
cial contact they have with 
others. 

The council is keen to look into 
how it can best support people 
in these areas and enhance 
their quality of life. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“The annual survey provides us 
with valuable insight into the 
views of our users and is a key 
way for us to ensure the services 
and support residents receive are 
continuously monitored. 

“I am glad residents are hap- 
py with the services they receive, 
this is great news and highlights 
the on-going work being done 
to ensure residents are fully sup- 
ported." 

Cllr Abdul Asad, cabinet mem- 
ber for health & wellbeing, 
added: “We are always keen to 
hear the views of our residents 
so that we can continue improv- 
ing our services and providing 
the best support possible."

Improvements needed at care agency 


A CARE agency in Aldgate 
East has been told to make 
improvements to its ser- 
vices, following spot 
checks when it failed to 
meet five national stan- 
dards. 

Inspectors from the Care 
Quality Commission (COC) car- 
ried out two unannounced in- 
spections at Majlish Home Care 
Services in Osborn Street, in April 


and May, the second of which 
was triggered by concerns raised 
by staff. “While most people said 
that staff treated them with re- 
spect and kindness, inspectors 
found that arrangements to 
protect people who use the ser- 
vice from the possibility of 
abuse were not always satisfac- 
tory," the commission reported. 

Inspectors also found a large 
number of staff had not re- 


ceived up-to-date training on 
safeguarding and risk assess- 
ments were not consistently re- 
viewed to keep people safe. 

Staff expressed concerns that 
they felt unsupported in their 
role, and the provider did not 
have the right systems in place 
to monitor quality of the service. 

A COC spokesman said: “We 
will return unannounced to 
check changes required."

Package of support helps residents

MORE than a thousand 
vulnerable residents in 
financial crisis have been 
helped by the council in 
just four months - more 
than any other London 
borough. 

Figures compiled by London 
Councils show that the council 
has helped 1,200 vulnerable 


residents with £252,000 of 
crisis grants since the respon- 
sibility for delivering the local 
welfare assistance schemes 
was transferred from the gov- 
ernment to local authorities on 
April 1. 

The council has also paid out 
nearly £350,000 in discretionary 
housing payments in the first 
quarter since April - 85 per cent 
of these were to support vulner- 


able households hit by the so- 
called 'bedroom tax'. 

The payments are part of 
a package of support for 
vulnerable residents, as the 
impact of welfare reform is felt 
throughout the borough. 

To protect vulnerable families 
from turning to loan sharks 
and high-cost money lenders, a 
programme of work is being de- 
veloped to improve residents' 


financial literacy, support those 
with debt and money prob- 
lems, and improve access to 
financial products. 

Hundreds of people most 
affected by the benefit cap to be 
introduced in the borough in Au- 
gust have had home visits from 
council staff to talk through their 
future housing options. 

The council's employment 
and skills services helped 800 


people to get jobs last year and 
the numbers of people engag- 
ing with the service are in- 
creasing rapidly. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: “I 
am proud we have been able to 
support so many residents who 
are in critical need of financial 
support. We will continue to do 
all we can to support them 
through the impact welfare re- 
form will have in Tower Hamlets." 


Cllr Rabina Khan, cabinet 
member for housing, added: 
"The government needs to con- 
sider a strategy to reduce the 
pressures on housing in London.. 
These conditions are exacer- 
bating the impact of welfare re- 
form, particularly women and 
children."

IN 1893, an Irish priest arrived as 
head master at St Anne’s School in 
Underwood Road, Whitechapel. 
Over the next decade and a half, he 
would transform the school, intro- 
ducing the children to the virtues 
of hard work, study and - his great- 
est love of all - football. 

It was a very Victorian recipe for success, 
mens sana in corpore sano, and was being 
repeated by enlightened teachers all over 
London. But more than any of them, Broth- 
er Walfrid had particularly impressive 
form, having already set up a team in his 
previous posting of Glasgow. 

Walfrid was a missionary, like many oth- 
ers of his time, but unlike the young 
priests and academics who had come to the 
East End from Oxford and Cambridge, he 
knew poverty at first hand. He had been 
born Andrew Kerins, on May 18, 1840 in the 
Sligo town of Ballymote, in north west Ire- 
land. He was lucky to survive. Between 1845 
and 1852, the Potato Famine would devas- 
tate Ireland, with a million of the eight mil- 
lion population dying from starvation and 
disease, and another million emigrating. 
Huge numbers took the boat to New York, 
many more to London, where they would 
literally build the mushrooming city - on 
the roads, railways and houses - as well as 
working in the docks. 

But many of them found poverty in Lon- 
don too - Whitechapel and Stepney were 
some of the poorest Irish quarters of the 
capital. There was work, but there was also 
drunkenness, prejudice and despair. Catholic 
immigrants especially found a way out 
through education and decent employment 
hard to come by. The church schools, such 
as St Anne's, were a way of addressing that. 

Andrew, by now an Irish Marist Broth- 
er, and re-baptised Walfrid, would take a 
different route before his ten years in 
Whitechapel, however. 

He first headed to another East End, that 
of Glasgow, where many more Irish 
Catholics had settled, in search of work in 
the docks and steelyards. 

He trained as a teacher and was posted 
to St Mary's School there; in 1874, he was 
promoted to be head master of Sacred Heart 
School. 

Walfrid encountered a problem. Al- 
though his children needed help, their par- 
ents were loath to accept charity. He set up 
the Poor Children's Dinner Table, also 
known as penny dinners', for the pupils so 
that they were at least paying a token 
amount for their one decent meal of the 
day. 

And there was another problem - fund- 
ing the charity. The enterprising priest de- 
cided to tap in to the new craze sweeping 
Britain - Association Football. By arrang-

ing exhibition matches, he could bring the 
community together and raise much need- 
ed funds for 'the table'. 

It was good, but not enough. He looked 
at the example of Rangers Football Club, 
which was playing in front of thousands 
of people on Glasgow Green. Then on 
February 12, 1887 Edinburgh Hibernian 
won the Scottish Cup at Hampden Park in 
Glasgow. Established purely for Irish 
Catholics and, influenced greatly by the tem- 
perance movement, it was a team supported 
by all the Irish in Scotland. After the game, 
Brother Walfrid and his friend John Glass 
invited the victorious team to St Mary's Hall 
in Calton for a celebration. The Hibernian 
secretary, John McFadden, jokingly sug- 
gested to Walfrid that he should do the same 
for the Irish in Glasgow that Hibernian had 
done for their relatives in Edinburgh. 

On November 6, 1887, at St Mary's Church 
Hall in East Rose Street, the priest got some 
of the most powerful men in Glasgow to- 
gether and drew up the constitution for his 



new club. Cannily realising that there was 
support to be had from the licensed trade, 
the Glasgow organisation decided not to 
wave the flag for temperance. The club also 
narrowly defeated a vote to be exclusive- 
ly Catholic: Walfrid wanted a team for every- 
one, saying: "It is not his creed nor his 
nationality which counts - it's the man him- 
self." 

And as for a name - suggestions included 
Glasgow Hibernian, but Walfrid suggest- 
ed 'Celtic' to reflect the club's Irish roots. The 
nickname 'The Bhoys' also reflected Gael- 
ic Irish spellings. 

What came next was more remarkable. 
Walfrid scraped together the £50 ground 
rent on a patch of farmland - and called 
upon his supporters to build Celtic Park by 
hand. An army of builders, labourers, gar- 
deners and general enthusiasts constructed 
the new ground, which stood 100 yards or 
so north east of the present Celtic Park. The 


first match was a 5-2 win over future arch 
rivals Rangers, a 'friendly' but with 5,000 
watching. None among them could know 
they were witnessing the start of one of 
the world's great football rivalries. 

By the time Walfrid was sent to repeat 
his good work in Bethnal Green and Bow, 
in 1893, his project was in good shape. So 
good that, alas, its charitable mission had 
been rather forgotten. 

The Glasgow press were continually 
critical of the club refusing to play bene- 
fit matches for the Catholic poor. Instead, 
directors would reconstitute Celtic as a lim- 
ited company, with several players and staff 
doing suspiciously well from the monster 
Walfrid had created. 

Ironically, given the temperance roots, 
many of them had purchased pubs in Glas- 
gow, and were profiting handsomely for 
a second time. Celtic would go on to be the 
first British club to win the European Cup, 
in 1967, beating Manchester United to 
that feat by a year. Remarkably, all the team 
were born within a 30-mile radius of Celtic 
Park... the priest's dream of success for lo- 
cal lads was still playing out. 

Walfrid worked his magic again in Lon- 
don, though without quite such dramatic 
results. 

Perhaps if things had gone differently the 
Whitechapel Boy's Guild and Young Men's 
Club could now be vying for the Champi- 
ons League with Barcelona and Bayern Mu- 
nich. In 1908 Walfrid retired and would die 
seven years later.

Remembering local legend 


THEATRE Royal Stratford 
East has launched a pub- 
lic appeal for funds to 
build a sculpture in mem- 
ory of legendary theatre 
director Joan Littlewood 
(pictured right).

THE Whitechapel Gallery 
is continuing its role as a 
leading light of the arts in 
east London with a 
number of interesting and 
important exhibitions over 
the summer. 

Four exhibitions are current- 
ly running inside the grand 
building on Whitechapel High 
Street, decorated outside with 
Rachel Whiteread's frieze, The 
Tree of Life. 

Giuseppe Penone's Spazio di 
Luce (Space of Light) is the 

latest exhibition to take the 
Bloomberg Commission. The 
experienced Italian artist has 
created a 12-metre bronze cast 
of a tree, with a gold-leaf inte- 
rior, that spreads across the 
columned gallery. 

For the Spirit of Utopia, 
ten artists and collectives from 


around the world have specu- 
lated on the future of the econ- 
omy, the environment and 
society itself. 

One example, from Theaster 
Gates, has created a pottery 
studio to represent teaching, skill 
and craft, while another, Way- 
ward Plants, has created a green- 
house that uses experimental 
ways to grow tomatoes, pota- 
toes and mustard plants. 

The gallery steps back in time 
for Black Eyes and Lemonade 
- in 1951 an exhibition of the 
same name opened at the 
gallery, looking at popular art of 
the time as part of the Festival 
of Britain. 

This version from the archives 
looks at the original exhibits, un- 
seen material from the archives, 
as well as artefacts from Barbara 
Jones, the original artist, design- 
er and writer for the exhibition. 

Bordering on the bizarre, 


Collezione Sandretto Re Rebau- 
dengo: Have you seen me 
before? features a bear with soft 
fur made of fluffy chicken 
feathers (pictured above) as the 
central work in the collection, 
while other oddities include a 
large still-life sculpture with 
oversized cheese. 

The exhibition attempts to 
erase the boundary between 
fiction and reality. 

The Whitechapel continues to 
run a number of educational 
programmes and projects, and 
there are a number of events 
where young people can use the 
gallery to host their own exhi- 
bitions, talks and even musical 
performances.

Children’s choices could 
be better at store cafe 



Disappointing children's menu at the Idea Store Whitechapel cafe

MY friend and I took our toddlers 
to the Whitechapel Idea Store cafe 
for an early lunch. 

The cafe is on the fourth floor, with good 
views up and down Whitechapel Road. 
There are high chairs, and nicely spaced out 
tables. The serving lady was very wel- 
coming, and helpfully took the kids food 
order separately so it could be prepared first. 

The menu has a range of breakfasts, sal- 
ads, sandwiches, quiches, Malaysian options 
and children's food. Many of the food 
dishes are displayed on clingfilmed plates 
at the serving counter, and then taken into 
the kitchen to be heated up. 

The children's meals were enjoyed by the 
children but sadly disappointed the adults. 
There is plenty of creative and healthy eat- 
ing advice available in Tower Hamlets, and 
the Idea Store cafes are in a position to lead 
by example. 

Yet our children were served soggy- 
based pizza with over-hot toppings and 
macaroni cheese that tasted like it came 
from a packet. Each came with a drink or 
piece of fruit, but could (and should!) have 
been much better. 

The adults' food was good. My friend had 
a brie and tomato baguette and I had the 
roast veg quiche, both tasty enough, and 
each with a lovely salad. 


We also got a couple of savoury puffs, one 
with tomato filling, the other with spinach 
and they were really delicious - well sea- 
soned, rich flavours with light puff pastry. 

We decided to have dessert to go, and had 
chocolate cake, carrot cake and lemon 
meringue pie between us, while the kids 
dozed in their buggies. 


The food was all very inexpensive - £4- 
£5 for the main meals, £1 for the savoury 
puffs and cake slices £2.50. 

We decided to return for more savoury 
snacks, cakes, and let the kids eat adult food.

Crispy chicken skewers - serves 4 

Ingredients for the mayonnaise dip: 

75g slightly stale bread 6 tbsp mayonnaise 

40g leftover cheese, crumbled 2 garlic cloves, crushed 

or grated 3 tbsp fresh chopped herbs, 

Salt and ground black pepper such as basil, tarragon or 

12 chicken fillets or 4 skinless parsley 

chicken breasts, cut into long 1 tbsp oil 

strips, defrosted 1 lemon, cut into wedges 


Method 

1. Soak bamboo skewers in a 
shallow tray for about 15 min- 
utes. 

2. Put the bread in a food proces- 
sor and process to crumbs. 
Transfer to a bowl, stir in the 
cheese and season. 

3. Mix the mayonnaise, garlic, 
herbs and seasoning in a bowl. 

4. Put the chicken into a bowl 
and use 4 tbsp of mayonnaise 
mixture to coat the chicken 
pieces. Save the remainder of 
the sauce for dipping. 

5. Weave the chicken onto bam- 


boo sticks and toss into the 
bread crumb and cheese mix- 
ture. 

6. Place onto a non-stick baking 
sheet and drizzle with oil. 

7. Cook under a pre-heated hot 
grill for 4-5 minutes on each side. 

8. Serve with the remaining 
mayonnaise and lemon wedges. 

Cooks tips 

Keep breadcrumbs in the 
freezer in bags, they can be 
used straight from the freez- 
er for toppings, coating fish 
cakes and adding to stuffing.

TOWER Hamlets Homes 
(THH) has become the first 
housing provider in Lon- 
don to be rated ‘excel- 
lent’ by the Local Govern- 
ment Association. 

Assessors met more than 130 
residents, community and vol- 
untary partners, board mem- 
bers, youth ambassadors and 
employees during a three-day 
review earlier this month. 

They looked at five different 
areas of THH's service as part of 
the social housing equality 
framework developed as a mea- 
sure of performance 

THH is an arm's-length man- 


agement organisation (ALMO) 
providing housing for the coun- 
cil since 2000. 

One resident said there had 
been the most "extraordinary 
improvement” since it took over 
and a community partner added: 
"Tower Hamlets Homes strives 
to be visibly gay friendly.” 

The peer review team also vis- 
ited the Bling My Hood project 
and Teesdale Family Garden 
and Community Food Garden 
schemes. 

The assessment team said 
THH had excellent knowledge 
of its residents, and used it 
to provide personalised ser- 
vices that support diverse com- 
munity groups. 


THH chief executive Gavin 
Cansfield said: "This is a fantas- 
tic result. We have made huge 
improvements across our ser- 
vices for residents and staff 
from all community groups. 

"The accreditation demon- 
strates to service users and oth- 
er stakeholders that equality 
really is at the heart of every- 
thing we do.” 

The five areas the peer review- 
ers looked at were: knowing 
your communities; leadership, 
partnership and organisation- 
al commitment; community 
engagement and satisfaction; 
responsive services and cus- 
tomer care; and a skilled and 
committed workforce.

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents' parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1 990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of air 
pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle and 
go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help 
you get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be 
able to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's 
blue badge or are eligible under the Permit 


Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at 
social rented housing residents. The criteria for 
the PTS is as follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit 
per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible 

under the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof 
of PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including 
a duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes 
or housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 10 scratchcards per year. For permit

All aboard for fun on the water

IT’S all hands on deck for the 
next five weeks as Docklands 
Sailing & Watersports Centre 
(DSWC) begins its annual Youth 
Afloat scheme - a project that 
was almost wrecked by the 
London Olympics last year. 

This is the tenth anniversary of 
Youth Afloat and it has catered for an 
incredible 12,000 local youngsters 
since DSWC and the Isle of Dogs 
Community Foundation launched it. 

But the popular project was under 
threat when the annual corporate 
event staged to raise the £35,000 
required for Youth Afloat turned to 
disaster, because the firms who 
supported it stayed away due to fears 
about the transport system being too 
chaotic during the Olympics. 

However, despite losing thousands of 


pounds, the DSWC team have still man- 
aged to avoid calling off this popular pro- 
ject, which is open to all children aged 
eight to 16, youth groups and organised 
summer activity groups in London. 

Youth Afloat is an important part 


of the charitable work done by the 
centre. 

There are a range of activities avail- 
able during Youth Afloat, and all equip- 
ment is supplied. 

The sessions are delivered by a mix 


of paid staff and youth volunteers. 

Individuals are encouraged to 
work their way through the various 
schemes across the programme, with 
a view to attaining sailing and other 
water sport qualifications. Youth Afloat 


offers sailing, windsurfing, kayaking and 
canoeing, under the expert tuition of 
professionally qualified instructors. 

Many of the children who attend for 
one week or more will achieve a for- 
mal qualification in one, or a variety, 
of the different sports. 

During the five weeks DSWC sees a 
mix of children with a variety of back- 
grounds from Tower Hamlets and 
other surrounding areaS with up to 70 
different children attending each 
week. A child is put afloat 2,600 times 
throughout the programme. 

In the past four years the Youth 
Afloat programme has seen over 1,200 
different children attend a session or 
repeated sessions.
